Lost  August  at  the  CHQ  Area  Picnic  the  subject  of  magnetic  signs  was  brought    up.    The 
decision  was  made  to  investigate  the  matter.  — 


Subject:      Gar  Symbolization 


With  the  cost  of  car  painting  becoming  prohibitive  and  the  ability  of  members  to  prepare 
and  paint  cars  lessening,  investigating  an  alternative  approach  was  in  order.    A  source 
was  located  in  Ashland,  Ohio,  and  an  initial  order  for  magnetic  signs  was  placed.    These 
signs  will  be  available  from  CHQ  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $4.00  each. 

The  signs  will  be  made  of  silver  colored  vinyl  material  with  magnetic  backing.    The  Monad 
and  Technocracy  Inc.  will  be  silk  screened  onto  the  vinyl  base  in  Technocracy  red.    The 
Monad  and  lettering  will  be  the  same  size  as  now  used  on  the  decal  transfers.     The  R.  D. 
designation  will  be  dropped.    There  will  be  a  3/16  inch  thick  border  around  the  outside. 
Outside  border  dimensions  ore  7  inches  high  by  II   1/2  inches  wide. 

The  signs  may  be  used  on  cars  of  any  color.    They  are  to  be  placed  in  the  same  locations  as 
now  done  with  the  decal  transfers.    However,  the  location  at  the  rear  of  the  car  may  have 
to  be  omitted  inasmuch  as  the  magnetic  signs  require  an  even  surface  for  application. 

CHQ  recognizes  that  the  most  effective  and  preferred  symbolization  is  that  which  is  covered 
in  Operating  Instructions  "^10.    For  those  members  who  wish  to  paint  their  cars  official 
grey  are  encouraged  to  do  so,  in  fact,  are  urged  to  do  so  if  they  have  the  means.    For  those 
who  find  that  painting  the  car  would  be  a  hardship,  the  magnetic  signs  are  offered  as  on 
alternative.    The  magnetic  signs  will  be  most  effective  on  metallic  gray  colored  cars. 

The  signs  will  be  available  from  CHQ  in  the  near  future  and  orders  can  be  taken  now. 

CHQ  wishes  to  call  attentionto  the  "Take  One"  Boxes  which  are  still  available.    They  can  be 
used  when  the  car  is  parked  by  hanging  one  over  the  edge  of  the  glass  in  one,  or  both^ogri^^^ 
Members  who  use  them  report  they  are  quite  effective.    The  boxes  are  available  from  CHQ 
at  $2.00  each.

What  It  is 

Technocracy  Inc.  is  a  non-profit  membership  organ- 
ization incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
New  York.  It  is  a  Continental  Organization  with  offices 
and  members  in  the  principal  countries  of  the  North 
American  Continent.  It  is  not  a  business  organization, 
a  financial  racket,  or  a  political  party. 

Technocracy  Inc.  is  the  organizing  vehicle  for  the 
dissemination  of  the  specifications  and  designs  of  a 
new  type  of  social  control — a  Continental  social  mech- 
anism with  entirely  new  characteristics. 

Technocracy  Inc.  is  neither  democratic  nor  auto- 
cratic; it  is  not  a  reform  movement,  and  it  runs  no 
candidates  for  any  public  ofFice. 

Technocracy  Inc.  receives  no  financial  subsidy  or 
endowment,  has  no  debts,  and  depends  entirely  on 
the  dues  and  donations  of  its  membership.  It  pays  no 
royalties  or  commissions.  It  pays  subsistence  allow- 
ances only  to  its  full-time  staff. 

The  Organization  operates  in  full  accord  with  the 
statutory  legal  requirements  of  the  various  countries 
concerned.  It  is  not  a  subversive,  secret,  or  illegal  body. 

The  Membership 

Technocracy  Inc.  has  only  one  class  of  membership, 
governed  by  the  same  regulations  in  all  parts  of  the 
Continent. 


Any  individual  who  is  a  citizen  of  a  country  of  the 
North  American  Continent  is  eligible  for  membership  in 
Technocracy  Inc. — with  the  following  exceptions:  No 
aliens,  politicians  or  supporters  of  any  political  party 
are  eligible  for  membership. 

The  annual  membership  dues  are  nine  dollars. 

Technocracy  Inc.  has  no  concern  with  the  beliefs, 
morals,  or  religions  of  its  members,  nor  of  any  other 
persons.  It  is  concerned  only  with  the  physical  function- 
ing of  all  social  operations  affecting  the  lives  of  the  in- 
habitants of  the  North  American  Continent. 

Technocrats  come  from  all  walks  of  life.  Their  standing 
in  the  Organization  depends  on  their  ability  to  function 
as  Technocrats  and  not  upon  their  previous  social  status. 

Operations  of  Technocracy  Inc. 

Technocracy  Inc.  operates  only  on  the  North  American 
Continent  through  the  structure  of  its  own  Continental 
Headquarters,  Sections,  and  Organizers  as  a  self-disci- 
plined, self-controlled  organization.  It  has  no  affiliations 
with  any  other  organization,  movement,  or  association, 
whether  in  North  America  or  elsewhere. 

Technocracy  Inc.  conducts  public  meetings  and  pub- 
lishes magazines  and  pamphlets  by  the  efforts  of  its  own 
trained  membership.  It  operates  study  classes  for  all 
members  and  handles  its  own  research  and  publicity.  It 
accepts  only  authenticated,  standard  information,  sta- 
tistics, and  data. 

Technocracy  contends  that  only  machines  make  ma- 
chines, and  that  machines  make  jobs  for  machines  and 
not  for  human  beings.  It  further  contends  that  the  con- 
tinuing increase  of  energy  consuming  devices  In  a 
national  technology  of  production  and  distribution  will 
lead  inevitably  to  the  elimination  of  toil.  Communism 
glorifies  the  worker  and  human  toil — Technocracy  would 
eliminate  both.  Any  social  system  that  eliminates  toll 
will  abolish  its  exploiting  classes  automatically. 

Technocracy's  work  is  based  on  a  scientific  analysis  and 
synthesis  of  the  social  mechanism  of  the  entire  North 
American  Continent.  Technocracy  derives  nothing  from 
and  Is  opposed  to  communism,  fascism,  socialism,  con- 
servatism, liberalism,  autocracy,  democracy,  and  all  other 
social  philosophies.

TECHNOCRACY,  ITS  ANALYSIS 

Its  Foundations 

The  greatest  technological  application  of  physical 
science  in  history  has  occurred  on  this  Continent.  The 
technology  of  North  America  cannot  be  discarded  or 
abandoned;  more  and  more  technological  equipment  will 
be  installed.  The  further  advancement  of  technology  will 
bring  about  social  change  regardless  of  economic,  moral, 
or  legal  objections.  As  more  horsepower  is  installed  and 
as  efficiency  is  increased  it  will  ultimately  produce  the 
arrival  of  economic  certainty  and  usher  in  the  planned 
progression  of  the  arrival  ot  the  fittest.  All  philosophic 
bodies  of  thought  assume  that  the  present  trial-and- 
error  method  of  relying  on  fortuitous  circumstances  will 
continue  to  produce  the  haphazard  survival  of  the  fittest, 
forgetting  tnat  natural  selection  has  produced  the  louse 
as  well  as  the  human  being. 

The  Analysis 

On  this  Continent  the  technological  production  of 
physical  wealth  has  rendered  the  entire  operational  com- 
plex so  tenuous  and  vulnerable  that  it  cannot  permit  of  a 
communistic  revolution,  a  fascistic  coup  d'etat,  nor  the 
continuation  of  democratic  compromise.  These  social 
tactics  can  have  no  other  result  than  chaos. 

Technocracy  points  out  that  this  Continent  has  the 
natural  resources,  the  physical  equipment,  and  the 
trained  personnel  to  produce  an  abundance. 

Technocracy  finds  that  the  production  and  distribution 
of  an  abundance  of  physical  wealth  on  a  Continental 
scale  can  only  be  accomplished  by  a  Continental  techno- 
logical control — a  government  of  function — a  Technate. 

Technocracy  declares  that  the  distribution  of  abun- 
dance cannot  be  carried  out  by  political  party  legisla- 
tion, labor  union  activity,  or  corporate  and  business 
enterprise.  Our  technology  demands  a  balanced-load 
operation  of  all  equipment — a  balance  between  produc- 
tion and  distribution  at  a  high  rate  of  output. 

The  Resultants 

Technocracy  states  that  the  distribution  of  abundance 
can  be  accomplished  only  by  means  of  a  Continental 
accounting  system,  based  on  energy  conversion,  that 
will  effect  the  continuous  recording  of  production,  dis- 
tribution, and  consumption. 


Technocracy  shows  that  neither  value  nor  price  can 
exist  under  conditions  of  abundance.  The  elimination 
of  value  invalidates  the  Price  System  as  a  means  of 
distributing  abundance.  No  process  of  evaluation  nor 
the  use  of  any  medium  of  exchange  (money)  can  be 
employed  as  a  record  of  transactions  in  the  produc- 
tion of  abundance. 

Technocracy  points  out  that  under  a  technological 
administration,  the  governing  body  would  be  completely 
responsible  for  the  design,  construction,  operation,  and 
maintenance  of  the  physical  equipment  of  the  Continent. 
The  Technate  would  be  responsible  for  the  economic 
livelihood  of  each  and  every  citizen.  These  conditions 
would  ensure  complete  social  security  for  all.  It  will  be 
the  first  time  in  history  that  this  has  occurred.  No 
government  of  politics  can  provide  social  security.  No 
philosophically  conceived  government,  past  or  present, 
can  accept  and  fulfill  the  responsibility  for  the  main- 
tenance of  its  individual  citizens.  No  such  government 
can  ever  provide  social  security. 

Abundance  for  North  Americans 

Technocracy  states  that  the  operation  of  the  social 
mechanism  of  North  America  by  a  technological  con- 
trol would  provide  every  inhabitant  with  a  high  standard 
of  living,  equal  non-transferable  income,  and  economic 
security  from  birth  to  death  with  a  minimum  of  human 
toil. 

All  political  parties  promise  only  reforms  of  society 
within  the  frame  of  this  Price  System  based  on  human- 
itarian concepts,  wish  fulfillment  and  human  desires.  None 
of  these  meet  the  demands  of  technology.  Technocracy, 
in  contrast,  offers  the  specifications  and  blueprints  of 
Continental  physical  operations  for  the  production  of 
abundance  for  every  citizen.

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America's  Destiny 


The  United  States  in  the  year  1944  used  $92  billion  of  consumers 
goods,  exceeding  the  record  $83  billion  total  national  income  of  1929. 
This  gigantic  production  was  achieved  with  12  million  of  its  most  able- 
bodied  citizens  mobilized  in  the  Armed  Forces;  with  half  a  million 
manning  the  Merchant  Marine,  with  over  3  million  Federal  Govern- 
ment employees  and  with  over  12  million  employed  in  direct  produc- 
tion of  war  materials. 

How  was  this  possible?  Answer  —  greater  installations  of  power- 
driven  automatic  labor-saving  machinery.  A  long-term  technological 
trend  was  accelerated  by  the  demands  of  Total  War.  Each  person 
employed  was  able  to  produce  more  units  per  man-hour  of  labor  than 
his  grandfather  or  father. 

In  1830  it  took  64 V4  man-hours  to  produce  an  acre  of  wheat;  today, 
only  272  man-hours.  During  the  war  years  about  5,000,000  farm  hands 
left  the  farms.  Of  these,  approximately  2,000,000  went  into  the  Armed 
Forces  and  about  3,000,000  went  into  cities,  most  of  them  to  work  in 
war  plants.  Yet  peak  farm  production  was  increased  35%  for  this 
period. 

Mining  coal  100  years  ago  amounted  to  about  1  ton  per  man  per 
12  hours,  best  modern  practice  25  tons  per  man  per  8  hours. 

A  glass  factory  workman  in  1838  worked  12  to  14  hours  to  blow 
216  four  ounce  bottles.  Today  push  button  controlled  machines  turn 
out  216  bottles  that  size  in  3  minutes. 

In  1944  rail  freight  reached  the  all-time  peak  of  740  billion  ton- 
miles  or  60  percent  more  than  1929's  load  and  the  1,04'4,000  employees 
was  still  far  under  the  1929  level. 

These  random  examples  of  technological  progress  shov»r  a  change 
in  the  time  rate  of  doing  work  that  has  taken  place  in  American  in- 
dustry; greater  production,  fewer  man-hours  per  unit  of  production. 
It  is  a  unidirectional  trend;  corporate  enterprise  must  continue  to  in- 
stall more  and  more  labor-saving,  cost-saving  technology  if  it  is  to 
remain  in  business.  The  trend  is  irreversible;  no  corporation  could 
stay  in  business  if  it  reverted  to  costly  hand-tool,  human-toil  pro- 
duction. 

These  technological  trends  (charted  on  the  following  page)  are 
dictating  America's  Destiny. 
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IRREVERSIBLE  PHYSICAL  TRENDS 
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The  physical  trend  curves  shown  above  are  quantity-time  relationships 
plotted  on  data  taken  at  10-year  periods  covering  the  110  years  between  1830  and 
1940.  In  this  way  simplified  long-term-trends,  free  from  temporary  oscillations  due 
to  economic  booms  and  depressions,  can  be  observed.  World  War  II  production 
reached  a  new  high  but  a  post-war  depression  will  most  probably  level  off  the 
curve  in  conformity  with  the  long-term  trend. 

Quantities  are  indexed  vertically  along  the  sides  of  the  chart;  time  is  notated 
across   the   bottom. 

Curve  1 — (Solid  black  line )    Physical  production,  the  sum  total  of  industrial 

products   excluding   agriculture. 

Curve  II — (  Dot-Dash  .-  .-  .-)  Man-hours  per  unit,  that  is  the  number  of  man-hours 
required  to  produce  1  automobile,  1  suit  of  clothes,  1  box  of  cigars —

Curve  III — (Dash  line  -  -  -)   Man-hours  used  in  all  industry  except  farming. 


CURVE   I -PHYSICAL  PRODUCTION 

Note  the  low  level  of  total  production  between  1830  cmd  1860. 
The  steam  engine  had  been  invented  and  was  slovrly  being  installed 
in  transportation  facilities,  mills  and  factories,  but  production  was 
still  largely  in  the  hand-tool  human-toil  stage.  After  the  close  of  the 
Civil  War  the  production  curve  started  to  rise.  From  then  on  to  the 
end  of  World  War  I  industrial  growth  was  such  as  to  double  itself 
every  12  years,  reaching  its  maximum  rate  of  growth  about  1915. 
From  then  on  the  rate  of  growth  has  been  gradually  leveling  off. 
Continued  rise  of  this  curve  is  limited  by  several  factors;  the  amount 
of  resources  available,  the  capacity  of  the  population  to  consume,  its 


capacity  to  buy,  the  amount  of  goods  that  can  be  clumped  on  the 
world  market,  and  the  amount  that  can  be  wasted  through  inefficiency, 
inferior  products  and  world  wars.  It  is  physically  possible  to  step 
up  industrial  activity  as  was  done  during  war  time  but  a  boom  can- 
not be  stabilized  at  its  peak  and  the  inevitable  downward  sweep 
levels  off  the  temporary  gain.  A  sustained  increase  in  employment 
through   industrial   expansion   is   most   improbable. 

CURVE   II -MAN-HOURS   PER  UNIT  OF   PRODUCTION 

The  quantity  man-hours-per-unit  is  dictated  by  the  design  of  the 
technology  involved  as  shown  by  examples  given  on  the  first  page  of 
this  leaflet.  It  is  an  axiom  in  all  machine  design  that  every  time  a 
new  machine  is  designed  to  do  a  kind  of  work  formerly  done  by  an- 
other machine  or  by  handicraft,  the  new  machine  will  in  general 
run  faster,  weigh  less  per  unit  of  output,  and  require  fewer  man- 
hours-per-unit  than  used  previously.  Thus  for  the  same  kind  of  pro- 
duction the  man-hours-per-unit  trend  curve,  with  rare  exceptions, 
always  declines.  It  will  never  again  require  as  many  man-hours  to 
produce  motor  cars  of  present  design  as  it  required  in  the  past,  and 
new  car  designs  will  bring  with  them  new  labor  displacing  machinery. 
The  chart  shows  man-hours-per-unit  to  be  an  ever  declining  quantity 
approaching  zero. 

CURVE   III -TOTAL  MAN-HOURS 

The  amount  of  work  available  at  any  given  time  is  determined 
by  total  production  and  by  the  human  time  required  to  produce  each 
unit.  Multiplying  these  two  factors  gives  the  total  man-hours.  Note 
the  rise  of  total  man-hours  during  the  period  1860  to  the  peak  1919. 
Note  the  sharp  continuous  decline  thereafter  even  through  the  1919- 
1929  era  of  great  industrial  expansion. 

Since  labor-saving  devices  are  certainly  going  to  continue  to  be 
installed  in  the  future  with  a  consequent  continued  decline  in  the 
man-hours-per-unit  of  production,  and  since  production  itself  can  only 
be  increased  temporarily  before  leveling  off  again,  it  follows  that  the 
curve  of  total  man-hours  wil',  with  only  temporary  reversals,  be  char- 
acterized by  a  continuous  decline  into  the  indefinite  future. 

About  90  per  cent  of  the  purchasing  power  is  derived  from  wages 
and  salaries  paid  for  man-hours  of  employment,  therefore  purchasing 
power  will  continue  to  decline. 

SOCIAL   IMPLICATIONS 

The  three-curve  chart  is  a  statistical  record  of  physical  events 
that  have  a  direct  bearing  on  human  need  and  human  suffering.    It 
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says  an  emphatic  NO  to  all  who  claim  that  machines  make  jobs. 
Previous  to  1919  the  birth-rate  of  new  jobs  exceeded  the  death-rate  of 
old  jobs.  Since  1919  this  contention  is  no  longer  valid.  Machines 
destroy  jobs  and  every  job  eliminated  means  poverty,  desperation 
and  more  deficit  spending  for  relief. 

The  chart  shows  a  continuous  increase  in  total  production.  At 
the  same  time  it  shows  ever-decreasing  man-hours  of  purchasing 
power  with  which  to  buy  that  production.  This  growing  discrepancy 
is  the  measure  of  our  social  instability.  It  was  this  inability  to  buy  our 
mass  production  that  brought  about  the  economic  collapse  of  1929 
and  the  depression  that  followed.  The  chart  reveals  the  causes  of 
the  silliest,  most  deplorable  paradox  that  ever  plagued  the  minds  of 
men  —  hunger  and  destitution  in  the  midst  of  abundance. 

The  chart  shows  why  a  system  that  attempts  to  distribute  goods 
and  services  in  America  on  the  basis  of  scarcity  values  and  the  flow 
of  money  is  doomed,  whether  the  system  be  administered  by  Democ- 
racy, Socialism,  Communist,  Fascism  or  any  other  form  of  political 
control.

Technocracy  Victory  Program 

TECHISOCRACY  proposes  that  the  Governments  of  the  United 
States  and  Canada  institute  Total  Conscription  in  their  respec- 
tive countries.  Technocracy  proposes  this  as  an  organization  with 
a  membership  of  citizens  in  both  countries.  Total  Conscription 
includes  the  following: 

The  Governments  of  the  United  States  and  Canada  shall  insti- 
tute conscription  of  all  effectives,  male  and  female,  between  the 
ages  of  18  and  65  for  national  service  both  civilian  and  military;

The  Governments  of  the  United  States  and  Canada  shall  insti- 
tute, as  part  of  this  program  of  Continental  operations,  con- 
scription of  all  their  national  corporate  wealth  and  its  attendant 
institutions  such  as  banks,  trusts,  and  insurance  companies. 

The  Governments  of  the  United  States  and  Canada  shall  con- 
script in  each  of  the  two  countries,  all  physical  facilities  and 
operating  personnel  of  rail,  bus,  water,  and  air  transportation; 
all  telephone,  telegraph,  and  radio  communications  systems; 
all  of  the  manufacturing  industries;  all  of  the  oil  wells  and  refin- 
ing industries;  and  all  corporate  enterprises  engaged  in  mining. 

The  Governments  of  the  United  States  and  Canada  shall  con- 
script all  physical  facilities  and  operating  personnel  of  all  export 
and  import  corporations.  The  two  governments  shall  be  the  sole 
importers  and  exporters. 

The  Governments  of  the  United  States  and  Canada  shall  con- 
script all  patents,  inventions,  and  processes  extant  in  their 
national  domains  whether  of  foreign  or  domestic  ownership. 

The  Governments  of  the  United  States  and  Canada  shall  as- 
sume all  financial  indebtedness  of  municipalities,  counties, 
states,  and  provinces;  and  in  return  for  assuming  these  financial 
obligations  shall  arrogate  to  themselves  the  sole  power  of  levy- 
ing all  taxes  now  levied  by  the  municipalities,  counties,  states, 
and  provinces. 


America  Must  lAqiddate  Its  Pro-Fascists  at  Home 
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The  Governments  of  the  United  States  and  Canada,  as  a 
measure  of  Continental  safety  and  welfare,  shall  close  all  public 
bars  and  limit  the  sale  of  spirituous  beverages,  wines,  beers, 
and  liquors  to  restaurants,  hotel  dining  rooms,  and  licensed 
liquor  stores. 

The  Governments  of  the  United  States  and  Canada,  as  a 
measure  of  Continental  safety  and  welfare,  shall  abolish  all 
foreign  language  periodical  publications,  foreign  language  ad- 
vertising, and  foreign  language  radio  programs  for  domestic 
consumption. 

The  Governments  of  the  United  States  and  Canada,  as  a 
measure  of  Continental  safety  and  welfare,  shall  abolish  all 
foreign  language  and  hyphenated  organizations,  associations, 
and  fraternal  societies,  regardless  of  whether  they  have  been 
formed  to  promote  political,  commercial,  cultural,  educational, 
linguistic,  artistic,  or  other  relationships. 

The  Governments  of  the  United  States  and  Canada  shall  pro- 
hibit the  transfer  of  purchasing  power  in  the  form  of  currency, 
notes,  drafts,  or  money  orders  of  all  corporations  and  residents 
of  the  two  countries  to  any  corporation  or  resident  of  any  alien 
country. 

Total  Conscription  proposes  that  in  the  United  States  the 
Army  shall  be  directed  under  the  unified  control  of  a  Land  Com- 
mand; the  Navy  shall  be  directed  under  the  unified  control  of 
a  Sea  Command;  the  Airforce  shall  be  directed  under  the  unified 
control  of  an  Air  Command;  the  Fortifications  shall  be  directed 
under  the  unified  control  of  a  Fortifications  Command;  that  the 
entire  military  command  shall  be  unified  in  a  General  Staff  with 
the  constitutional  Commander-in-Chief  in  supreme  command.

All  industry,  mining,  transportation,  communications,  and 
other  necessary  units  of  operation  shall  be  unified  under  their 
various  functional  commands  under  a  technological  command 
of  the  whole.  The  entire  technological  command  and  the  entire 
Armed  Force  command  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  con- 
stitutional Commander-in-Chief  in  the  United  States,  and  in 
Canada  there  shall  be  a  similar  unified  Canadian  direction.

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The  Governments  of  the  United  States  and  Canada  shall  peg 
the  Canadian  dollar  to  the  United  States  dollar,  and  shall  place 
the  Canadian  monetary  structure  and  exchange  rate  on  a  parity 
basis  with  the  United  States  rate.  Technocracy  proposes  that 
Canada  and  the  United  States  abolish  all  tariff  barriers  at  their 
common  boundary  line.  Technocracy  proposes  that  the  entire 
productive  effort  of  both  countries  be  interlocked  as  one  unified 
program  under  Total  Conscription.  Technocracy  proposes  that 
the  prices  of  products  exchanged  be  'pegged'  at  a  standard  par- 
ity in  both  countries.  The  Governments  of  the  United  States  and 
Canada  shall  create  an  equal  standard  of  living  in  both  countries 
on  the  same  cost  basis. 

The  people  of  the  North  American  Continent  must  realize 
that  in  this  age  of  technology  the  methods  and  practices  of 
history  cherished  by  the  upholders  of  the  Price  System  are 
incompetent  to  operate  a  Continent  under  the  demands  of  Total 
War.  The  facilities  of  yesterday's  success  have  suddenly  become 
the  futilities  of  today  and  the  defeat  of  tomorrow.  The  struc- 
ture of  America's  economy  demands  that  we  North  Americans 
abandon  the  haphazard  conflict  of  private  and  group  interests 
in  order  that  we  may  win  this  world  war  in  such  a  way  as  to 
defeat  the  enemies  of  North  America  and  win  the  peace.

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Power  for  a  Continent 


The  following:  specifications  for  transmission  of  power  over  lonf 
distances  were  publislied  in  Teclinocracy  Magazine,  A-16  in  19S9. 
The  release  of  the  first  atomic  bomb  in  1945  brought  into  general 
discussion  the  possibilities  of  the  development  of  atomic  energy  for 
the  production  of  electricity  or  for  direct  use.  It  must  be  borne  in 
mind  tliat  the  development  of  atomic  power  would  still  require  a 
new  means  of  transmitting  power  over  long  distances  to  provide 
power  for  the  Continent.  The  type  of  equipment  required  to  pro- 
duce molecular  fission,  the  terrific  amount  of  heat  generated,  and 
other  factors  involved,  point  to  the  production  of  atomic  energy 
being  concentrated  in  large  central  power  plants. 


AMERICA'S  age  of  superpower  and  impregnable  security 
will  require  development  of  hydroelectric  power  sources 
far  from  centers  of  population,  manufacturing,  and  raw  ma- 
terials. This  Continent  has  the  greatest  river-lake  network 
in  the  world — ready  to  be  connected  into  a  giant  waterway 
system  for  transportation,  irrigation,  and  power.*  Most  of 
America's  potential  waterpower  lies  in  the  north — the  Yukon, 
Alaska,  British  Columbia,  Manitoba,  Ontario,  Quebec  and 
Labrador;  another  area  includes  Washington,  Oregon,  and 
California;  another  the  south  Atlantic  states. 

Those  sources  must  be  utilized  to  achieve  the  potential 
abundance  of  this  Continent.  We  need  more  power  for  the 
burden  of  defense.  We  need  more  power  to  redesign  and 
reconstruct  our  entire  production,  transportation,  and  living 
facilities.  We  need  more  power  to  supply  an  abundance  of 
food,  clothing,  housing,  recreation,  and  travel.  Power  in  a 
new  dimension — the  power  of  a  Continent  for  the  people  of 
a  Continent! 

Technocracy  proposes  Continental  power  generation  and 
transmission.     New  dams  and  power  plants,  some  exceeding

Boulder  and  Grand  Coulee;  equipment  of  unprecedented 
capacity;  thousands  of  miles  of  main  transmission  lines;  the 
Continent  embraced  in  one  mammoth  electrical  system! 
Only  m  America  could  such  a  gigantic  proposal  be  carried 
out;  only  in  America  do  such  vision  and  possibilities  exist! 
Unrestricted  technology  can  execute  the  specifications  of 
such  an  enormous  project.  Its  magnitude  is  beyond  the 
realm  of  business,  finance,  and  political  administration. 
When  technology  moves  up  to  this  order  of  magnitude  the 
processes  and  initiative  of  the  Price  System  are  paralyzed. 
Financing  on  that  scale  v^^ould  be  impossible  and  so  would 
management  under  the  individualism  of  the  Price  System. 
Only  functional  control  on  a  Continental  basis  could  build 
and  administer  such  a  system. 

The  Specifications 

America's  technologists  have  been  working  on  the  prob- 
lems of  power  transmission,  and  today  the  way  is  open  for 
the  transmission  of  electricity  for  3,000  miles  and  more! 
Until  today  300  miles  was  a  great  achievement  but  tech- 
nology can  annihilate  distance  and  bind  this  Continent  into 
one  indivisible  unit.  Technocracy  proposes  the  use  of  direct 
current  transmission  for  this  proposed  long-distance  trans- 
mission of  electricity. 

The  power  shall  be  generated  by  presently  installed  type 
of  equipment  which  is  mostly  60  cycle,  3  phase,  A.C.,  at 
generator  voltage;  and  shall  be  stepped  up  by  transformers 
to  1,000,000  volts,  60  cycle,  3  phase,  A.C.  It  shall  be  converted 
from  1,000,000  volts,  60  cycle,  3  phase,  A.C.  to  1,000,000 
volts  direct  current  by  tube  converters. 

All  main  transmission  lines  will  be  1,000,000  volts  D.C. 
The  transmission  cables  will  be  2,500,000  cir.  mils,  copper  con- 
ductors or  aluminum  equivalent.  These  conductors  shall  be 
carried  underground  in  the  same  manner  as  a  pipe  line, 
using  standard  specification  oil  pipe  line  for  the  outside. 
Inside  shall  be  pyrex  glass  or  plastic  pipe  centered  within 
the  steel  pipe  line  by  glass  pyrex  rings.  The  pyrex  glass  pipe, 
surrounding  the  2,500,000  cm.  conductor,  shall  be  of  such  a 
diameter  and  such  strength  as  to  carry  suflicient  nitrogen 
gas  under  pressure  to  act  as  a  primary  insulating  medium 
around  the  copper  conductor.  The  conductor  shall  be  cen- 
tered within  the  glass  pipe  by  skeleton  glass  rings.  The 
space  between  the  pyrex  glass  pipe  line  and  the  steel  pipe 
line  shall  be  filled  with  oil  of  the  required  dielectric  property 
and  dyed  so  that  in  case  of  leakage  the  color  will  show  on 
the  surface. 

This  1,000,000-voIt  pipe-line  transmission  system  will  be 
built  in  duplicate,  otherwise  known  as  two  circuits.  Direct 
current  carried  at  1,000,000  volts  can  be  transmitted  3,000 
miles  with  a  transmission  loss  of  approximately  10  percent. 


A  Continental  transmission  system  so  designed  would  en- 
able power  to  be  shifted  to  meet  any  Continental  emergency 
or  demand.  It  would  render  power  so  cheap  that  the  selling 
and  purchasing  of  power  by  private  utilities  could  not  be 
tolerated. 

Secondary  distribution  would  utilize  existing  secondary 
lines.  The  1,000,000-volt  D.C.  pipe  lines  could  be  tapped  at 
any  point  into  converters  and  converted  to  60  cycle,  3  phase, 
alternating  current  and  stepped  down  to  the  required  sec- 
ondary voltage,  thereby  rendering  unnecessary  the  scrap- 
ping of  any  existing  secondary  distribution  equipment. 

America's  Rivers 

The  installed  hydroelectric  capacity  of  the  United  States 
and  Canada  is  about  19  million  kw. ;  total  potential  capacity 
is  estimated  at  92  million  kw.  This  does  not  include  power 
from  development  of  a  Continental  Hydrology. 

America's  rivers  are  unique.  In  the  north  the  Yukon  rises 
in  Canada  and  flows  through  Alaska.  East  of  that  is  the 
mighty  Mackenzie.  Other  great  rivers  are  the  Peace  and 
Athabasca,  tributaries  of  the  Mackenzie.  On  the  plains  are 
the  two  Saskatchewans,  the  Nelson,  and  the  Churchill.  The 
latter  two  rated  at  nearly  5,000,000  horsepower!  British 
Columbia  and  eastern  Canada  have  great  rivers — the  Fraser, 
the  St.  Lawrence,  and  others  plus  those  in  Labrador. 

Few  of  Canada's  rivers  have  been  adequately  surveyed. 
The  Canadian  estimates  are  based  only  on  known  and  sur- 
veyed sites.  The  unsurveyed  rivers  or  even  possibilities  on 
rivers  of  gradual  descent  where  dams  could  be  built  are  not 
included.  Canada's  developed  sites  plus  undeveloped  sites 
which  have  been  surveyed  could  produce  229  billion  kw. -hours 
per  year  at  80  percent  of  capacity. 

In  the  United  States  there  are  22  rivers  that  could  produce 
an  annual  output  each,  ranging  from  a  minimum  of  2  billion 
kw.-hrs.  in  the  Savannah  to  a  maximum  of  66  billion  in  the 
Columbia.  There  are  1,183  known  undeveloped  waterpower 
sites  in  the  United  States.  The  total  potential,  estimated 
annual  output  of  the  rivers  of  the  United  States  is  418  billion 
kw.-hrs.  at  80  percent  of  capacity. 

A  direct  current  transmission  system  would  enable  the 
development  of  hydroelectricitj-  in  any  part  of  the  Continent. 
In  the  north  lie  vast  sources.  The  surplus,  after  meeting  all 
requirements  in  those  areas,  will  be  available  for  other  areas 
where  needs  are  greater.  It  will  therefore  be  sent  to  southern 
portions  of  the  United  States,  and  the  power  generated  in 
the  southern  portions  of  the  United  States  will  be  sent  still 
farther  south  to  Mexico,  Central  America,  and  the  Caribbean 
littoral.  The  power  of  the  Yukon  will  go  to  Los  Angeles 
if  necessary.  Power  from  the  Churchill  would  be  available  in 
New  Mexico. 
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Hudson's  Hope  on  the  Peace  River  will  develop  more 
power  than  Boulder  Dam.  In  Labrador  we  have  the  Hamil- 
ton River  with  its  Grand  Falls.  This  river  drains  a  high 
plateau  from  a  thousand  lakes,  cuts  through  a  height  of 
land,  and  after  falling  750  feet  in  12  miles  takes  one  stu- 
pendous leap  of  316  feet!  Over  1,000,000  horsepower  falls 
to  waste  here.  Two  other  rivers  within  25  miles  leap  over 
the  same  fault.  Power  from  these  sources  would  be  available 
in  Florida  or  Mississippi. 

The  great  Fraser  of  British  Columbia  will  be  developed. 
Power  from  Grand  Coulee,  Bonneville,  and  other  sites  on 
the  mighty  Columbia  would  be  available  in  southern  cities. 
From  the  Colorado,  from  the  Sacramento,  power  will  go  into 
Mexico  City  and  beyond.  And  from  the  Tennessee  Valley 
will  come  power  that  will  go  as  far  as  Panama.  East  and 
west,  north  and  south  across  the  Continent  will  go  the  net- 
work of  main  transmission  lines  with  its  system  of  secondary 
distribution  lines  and  equipment. 

Abundance  and  security  have  not  been  realized  by  all 
the  people  of  North  America.  What  abundance  we  have  is 
because  of  our  technological  achievements.  America  has 
been  built  by  technology  and  the  point  has  been  reached 
where  America  can  progress  no  further  as  long  as  the  re- 
strictions of  business  and  politics  remain. 

Business  and  politics  cannot  release  the  teeming  resources 
of  this  Continent.  The  regimentation  of  the  people  under  a 
proletarian  dictatorship  cannot  release  them;  neither  can 
the  suppression  and  regimentation  of  a  fascist  hierarchy. 
America's  future  lies  only  in  the  further  application  of 
technology  to  all  processes  of  production  and  distribution. 
Technology  has  but  to  maintain  its  grand  march  and  we 
shall  see  a  civilization  the  like  of  which  mankind  has  never 
known.

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A  Continental 
Hydrology 


THE  lakes  and  rivers  of  the  North  American  Continent 
are  so  situated  that  they  provide  the  greatest  opportunity 
existing  on  the  face  of  the  globe  today  for  the  application  of 
a  technological  control  of  a  Continental  hydrology.  It  is  pos- 
sible to  institute  on  this  Continent  a  hydrology  that  will  pro- 
vide more  miles  of  water  transportation  than  the  rest  of  the 
river  highways  of  the  world.  It  would  make  possible  a  tre- 
mendous development  of  hydro-electric  power,  considerably  in- 
creasing all  known  engineering  estimates  of  possible  hydro- 
electric power  production.  It  would  introduce  climatic  changes, 
increase  local  precipitation,  and  raise  the  water  table  over 
large  areas,  rendering  possible  the  reclamation  of  waste  lands 
and  the  prevention  of  desert  growth.  It  would  create  lakes 
of  large  volume  in  areas  at  present  considered  arid — such  as 
parts  of  North  Dakota,  Montana,  Saskatchewan,  and  Alberta ; 
it  would  render  possible  the  transportation  of  bulk  material 
at  an  energy  cost  of  one-tenth  per  ton  mile  of  that  of  railroad 
freight  haulage,  from  areas  at  present  inaccessible  to  future 
areas  of  fabrication  and  use. 

Technocracy  invites  the  engineers  and  technologists  of 
America  to  examine  the  following  outline  of  its  proposed 
Continental  Hydrology  system. 
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Specifications  Outlined 


THERE  will  be  three  main  types  of  inland  waterways — 
seaways,  primary  waterways,  and  secondary  waterways. 
The  seaways  will  have  36-foot  channels;  the  primary  water- 
ways, 22-foot  channels;  and  the  secondary  waterways,  11-foot 
channels. 

In  the  seaway  classification,  one  complete  seaway  will  run 
the  St.  Lawrence  River  to  the  head  of  the  Great  Lakes.  An- 
other will  go  from  New  York  up  the  Hudson  and  into  the 
St.  Lawrence  via  canal  to  Lake  George,  Lake  Champlain,  and 
the  Richelieu  River.  Another  channel  will  follow  the  Hudson 
and  replace  the  present  Erie  Barge  Canal  into  Lake  Erie  and 
Lake  Ontario.  On  these  seaways  the  giant  inland  water 
trains  of  Technocracy  and  all  types  of  American  ocean-going 
traffic  will  operate. 

Over  the  rest  of  the  Continent  will  be  the  network  of  main 
canalized  rivers  with  their  22-foot  depth,  and  the  subsidiary 
system  with  its  11-foot  channels.  One  part  of  this  canalized 
river  system  of  the  Continent  will  provide  water  transport 
from  the  Columbia  River  on  the  Pacific  slope  to  the  Missouri. 

In  the  far  north  the  Yukon  River  in  season  will  be  a  main 
water  highway  1,800  miles  long  from  the  Bering  Sea  to  the 
Pacific  Ocean  through  the  Taku  Trough  near  Skagway. 

There  will  be  a  direct  connection  between  the  Eraser  River 
in  British  Columbia  and  the  Columbia  River.  The  Eraser 
will  also  be  connected  with  the  Columbia  via  the  Thompson 
River,  Lake  Shuswap,  and  the  Okanagan  Lakes.  In  the  north, 
the  Eraser  will  likewise  be  connected,  via  the  Parsnip,  with 
the  Peace  River  across  the  Great  Divide.  And  the  Eraser 
will  also  be  connected  djrectly  with  the  Athabaska  to  go  over 
the  Great  Divide  through  Jasper  Pass. 

The  Peace  River  will  be  dammed ;  the  Athabaska  River  will 
be  dammed ;  and,  via  a  'greater'  Lesser  Slave  Lake  and  by 
the  Athabaska  River  and  canal,  will  connect  with  the  North 
Saskatchewan  River.  The  South  Saskatchewan  will  be  con- 
nected by  canalization  with  the  Missouri  at  a  point  near  Willis- 
ton,  N.  D.  The  North  and  South  Saskatchewans  will  be 
dammed  and  connected  west  of  Prince  Albert.  These  con- 
nections will  provide  main  transportation  from  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico  to  the  Arctic,  and  to  the  Pacific.     The  dams  on  the 


North  and  South  Saskatchewan  Rivers  will  flood  the  great 
Qu'Appelle  Valley  for  360  miles  to  connect  with  Lake  Winni- 
peg. 

At  Duluth,  the  Continental  hydrology  will  connect  the  Great 
Lakes  and  the  Mississippi  by  canal.  Another  canal  at  the  con- 
necting point  will  go  west  to  join  the  Mississippi  with  the  Red 
River,  providing  water  transportation  up  the  Mississippi  into 
Lake  Superior  or  up  the  Red  River  into  Lake  Winnipeg,  or 
from  the  Great  Lakes  into  the  Red  River,  Lake  Winnipeg, 
Qu'Appelle  Valley  and  on. 

In  northern  Ontario  a  gigantic  project  will  be  undertaken. 
The  waters  of  the  Albany,  the  Severn,  the  Attawapiskat  and 
other  rivers  on  that  height  of  land  will  be  dammed,  creating 
Technocracy's  Lake  Albany,  as  large  as  Lake  Superior,  the 
largest  projected  artificial  lake  in  the  world.  Lake  Albany 
would  empty  into  Lake  Superior  via  Laclong  at  Jackfish,  and 
would  turn  the  water  of  the  northern  watershed  south  into 
the  Great  Lakes,  the  St.  Lawrence,  and  the  Mississippi 
Systems,  producing  millions  of  kilowatts  of  firm  power. 

The  Continental  hydrology  will  provide  secondary  water 
channels  on  all  the  main  tributaries  of  the  Mississippi  east 
and  west — for  instance,  on  the  Arkansas  to  Pueblo,  Colorado, 
and  on  the  South  Platte. 

The  Continental  hydrology  would  dam  the  Tennessee  River 
at  a  point  below  Florence,  Alabama,  opposite  Short,  Mississippi, 
cutting  south-west  through  the  ridge  to  a  point  below  Corinth, 
Mississippi,  and  creating  a  new  waterway  to  the  Gulf  via  the 
Tom  Bigbee  River,  This  would  create  more  power  than  the 
entire  output  of  the  present  T.  V.  A.,  and  not  only  would  pro- 
vide a  new  waterway  across  ]\Iississippi  and  Alabama,  but  would 
lead  the  excess  water  of  the  Tennessee  away  without  its  con- 
tribution to  flood  water  congestion  in  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi. 

The  Continental  hydrology  will  also  involve  the  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  Tennessee  Valley,  with  dams  and  marine  locks  built 
to  Continental  hydrological  specifications.  It  will  involve  the 
canalization  of  the  Delaware,  Susquehanna,  Potomac,  and 
other  minor  rivers.  On  Grand  Coulee,  Boulder  Dam,  and  other 
giant  structures,  double  hydraulic  lift  locks  will  be  built  to 
facilitate  marine  transport  to  the  upper  reaches  of  the  rivers. 
With  these  locks  the  hydrology  will  establish  water  trans- 
portation from  the  Gulf  of  California  to  Utah  with  secondary 
transportation  via  the  Green  River  to  Green  River,  Wyoming. 


Engineers,  Attention ! 

TECHNOCRACY  is  only  sketching  the  highlights  of  what 
must  be  done.  This  is  but  a  glimpse  of  the  Continental 
waterways  system,  as  staggering  and  incredible  to  doubters 
as  were  Continental  railways  in  the  early  part  of  the  nine- 
teenth century,  yet  practically  and  physically  possible  from 
an  engineering  standpoint. 

The  continental  waterways  are  part  of  the  coordinated 
transportation  of  the  Continent.  This  will  be  the  responsibility 
of  the  Engineering  Corps  of  the  Continent,  which  will  be 
charged  with  the  design,  maintenance,  and  operation  of  this, 
the  greatest  of  all  projects — the  Continental  waterways.  The 
arrival  of  a  Technate  on  the  North  American  Continent  will  be 
the  next  major  step  in  the  evolution  of  American  water  trans- 
portation. When  that  time  comes,  the  Engineering  Corps  can 
go  forward,  unhampered  by  business  or  political  interferences 
to  create  the  greatest  Continental  water  transportation  system 
of  all  time. 

This  Continental  waterways  system  of  the  New  America  in- 
volves a  far-flung  problem  of  the  control  of  water-flow  and  the 
transmission  of  power.  Water  and  power  will  be  taken  from 
areas  of  low  consumption  to  areas  of  high  consumption.  Then, 
and  not  until  then,  can  we  have  one  Continent,  one  tech- 
nological control,  and  one  people — one  and  indivisible.

Technocracy 

Technocracy  had  its  origin  in  the  Technical  Alliance  in 
1919,  when  prominent  technologists,  scientists,  educators, 
and  engineers  under  the  leadership  of  Howard  Scott,  Chief 
Engineer,  began  the  study  of  the  impact  of  technology  on 
our  social  structure.  The  method  of  social  analysis  and  re- 
search founded  at  that  time  has  made  many  important  con- 
tributions to  the  design  of  the  New  America.  To  enable  the 
expansion  of  its  work,  to  make  possible  a  general  under- 
standing of  its  principles  and  purposes,  and  to  guard  against 
distortion  and  subversion  by  abortive  organizations  its 
leaders  organized  Technocracy  Inc.,  with  Howard  Scott  as 
Director-in-Chief. 

Technocracy,  on  the  basis  of  exact  scientific  data,  projects 
the  operating  design  for  the  New  America.  This  is  the  first 
time  in  history  that  such  a  design  has  been  projected.  This 
planned  social  operation  is  technological  in  structure  and 
will  replace  political  and  monetary  methods  with  a  system  in 
which  the  design  itself  will  be  the  determining  factor.

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Why  Total  Oonscription  When 
The  War  Is  Over? 

World  War  II  rescued  North  America  from  a  decade 
of  social  conflict  whose  ravages  were  more  terrible  than 
war.  Millions  of  citizens  were  poverty-ridden,  under- 
nourished, and  disease-stricken.  The  people  of  this  Con- 
tinent were  locked  in  deadly  economic  struggle  in  a  stale- 
mate of  social  attrition. 

The  war  brought  back  prosperity.  It  gave  us  full  em- 
ployment, raised  our  standard  of  living  and  health,  and 
improved  educational  facilities.  It  provided  the  JPricc 
System  with  the  artificial  stimulation  that  it  must  have 
in  order  to  survive.  It  did  this  through  destruction  of 
men,  machines,  and  materiel  on  the  battlefronts  of  the 
world. 

In  the  postwar- war  the  scene  of  hostilities  will  again 
be  transferred  to  the  home  front,  and  the  whole  popula- 
tion will  be  engaged.  'After  the  Germans  and  Japs  cease 
to  try  to  kill  us,  it  will  be  harder  for  most  of  us  to  remain 
alive  than  it  is  at  present.*  (Fortune,  December,  1943.) 

There  were  two  purposes  involved  in  the  program  of 
Total  Conscription.  These  were,  first,  to  provide  an 
overall,  industrial,  military,  and  social  design  of  national 
operations  for  winning  the  war  in  the  shortest  time  and 
at  the  lowest  cost  in  lives  and  natural  resources;  and, 
second,  to  provide  a  design  of  social  and  industrial  oper- 
ations to  guide  North  America  through  the  transition 
period  when  the  war  came  to  its  inevitable  end.

But  the  past 
record  of  business  and  politics  indicates  no  probability 
whatever  of  their  being  able  to  solve  North  America's 
social  problems. 
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In  the  face  of  the  National  danger  from  fascism 
abroad,  we  had  to  abandon  some  of  the  traditional  pur- 
suits of  business  and  politics  temporarily  in  order  to  win 
the  war.
